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Upland city council agrees 
to close alley to traffic

Residents with garages along 
the north-south alley between San 
Antonio Avenue and Vallejo Way 
just below 13th Street. got their 
wish granted Monday night by 
the Upland City Council — the 
alley will soon be closed to 
through traffic. 


The homeowners had com- 


plained to the city since last fall . 


that youths en route to Upland 
High School are avoiding the long 
wait at the corner of 13th Street 
and.San Antonio by dodging south 
through their alley. 
- They told the city’s street and 
light committee in November 
that they are afraid to back their 
cars out of their. garages because 
these young drivers rush by at 
unsafe speeds. They also agreed 
that leaving the alley open to all 
traffic allows would-be burglars 
to peruse the area in daylight, 
preparing to break into a home 
or garage when the alley is dark. 
At the same meeting, residents 
who have garages bordering the 
three alleys immediately to the 
east asked for blockades. They 
reasoned that if the alley nearest 
San Antonio were closed, the high 
school youths would speed down 
their alleys instead. They also 
reported frustration with the 
amount of burglaries in the area. 
But other residents with ga- 
rages bordering the latter alleys 


complained to the council Mon- 
day that they didn’t want any 
gates, nor did they want the city 
to make the expenditure to put up 
the gates for a six-month trial 
period as initially —— City 
Engineer Fred Blanchard said 
the gates across all four alleys 
would cost the city about $4,000. | 

The residents were unim- 
pressed with promises that the 
city would provide each home- 
owner with a separate lock to 
allow them to ‘use the alley if 
they wish. Owners of boats and 
large motor homes said the gates 
would cause them more head- 
aches. 

The council opted to close the 
alley nearest San Antonio — 
where all residents were in 
agreement — and leave the re- 
maining three open. If, within six 
months, other residents experi- 
ence too many youths using their 
alleys to escape the congestion at 
13th and San Antonio, they may 
return to the council with a 
request to close the alleys. 

In other action, the council 
voted unanimously to allow a 
school of dance and theater arts 
to operate in an industrial com- 
plex, an area where such schools. 
are not normally allowed. 

Planning Director Bill Young 
explained that the Planning Com- 
mission denied the school’s appli- 
cation for a conditional use 
permit last month because the 


members felt a school for young 
children should not be located in 
an area with industrial equip- 
ment nearby and heavy trucks 
moving in and out. 

Owner Beth-Ann Brown and 
her supporters filled the council 
chambers to overflowing, many 
of them repeating that children 
do not leave the studio until their 
parents arrive to take them home 
and therefore would be in no 
danger. 

Council members were most 

impressed with Brown’s need for 
a high ceiling, necessary for bal- 
let lifts and baton tosses. Only 
buildings constructed for indus- 
trial uses have ceilings high 
enough, Brown said. 
_ Council member Ina Petokas 
suggested that the zoning defini- 
tion for light industrial areas be 
amended to include dance studios 
because of their special need for 
wide buildings with high ceilings. 
Instead, the council agreed to let 
Brown operate her studio for a 
six-month trial period after which 
it will review the operation’s 
success in that area. 

In other action, the council 
denied a city staff proposal to 

e zoning on the nearly one- 
acre lot at the northeast corner of 
Eighth Street and First Avenue.

Upland school trustees will study 
consequences of proposed plaza

Upland School District trustees 
want the city to examine the 
impact of the proposed Gateway 
Plaza on pedestrian traffic before 
they give it a stamp of approval. 

The school board, at its meet- 
ing Tuesday night, considered 
testimony offered by Cynthia 
Patterson, a resident opposed to 
the development planned for the 
southeast corner of Mountain Av- 
enue and Seventh Street. 

She explained the professional 
office complex will be located a 
few blocks west of Citrus Ele- 
mentary School, and that chil- 
dren walking to school will go by 
the complex at the time when 
many cars are arriving in. the 






- Report and saw nothing regard- 


ing the plaza’s impact on pedes- 
trian traffic. 

Superintendent George Ren- 
worth told the board that, after 
his discussions with city staff, he 
learned, that professional offices 
would ultimately create less safe- 
ty hazards than would a commer- 
cial development. He added that 
no children must. walk past this 
development. All children who 
live west of Mountain Avenue are 
now permitted to take the bus. 


Board members decided to 
send a letter to the city express- 
ing their concern for pedestrian 
safety, and requesting that the 
city address the specific problem 
of child pedestrian traffic in that 
area. Renworth later pointed out

cars. Patterson said she intends 
to fight against the project at 
that meeting. 

In other action, the trustees 
decided not to begin the process 
to sell its two vacant school sites. 
District staff proposed that the 
board declare the sites ‘‘surplus” 
and authorize them to pay for an 
appraisal, but the board declined. 

Member Barry Brandt said he 
wasn’t sure the sites were actual- 
ly surplus. Although district en- 
rollment has stabilized at 6,000 in

Board President Glen Ogden said he 
had been contacted by Gordon for a 
February “‘dinner.”’ 

“I felt it was a very legitimate 
request ... open lines of communication 
are very important,” he said. 

Now, Ogden said, “I do not want it to

fumed, incredulous. 

Brown said Guith made unkept 
promises in discussions with the form- 
er CTO president. He said a 10 percent 
salary offer allegedly was made. He 
also said either the ‘superintendent or 
district administrators have ‘met indi- 
vidually with teachers to negotiate 
issues. 

‘ Guith called both charges “outright 
es. ”

was unavailable for comment. 

“Do. you think I would have ever 
made a 10 percent offer ... that would 
be giving away the cards of the dis- 
trict,’’ Guith said. — 

Any information regarding ‘“‘terms 
and conditions of employment”’ should 
be forwarded in writing to Gordon, 
Brown’s letter says. 

The issue in dispute, Brown believes, 
is that state education law stipulates 
once .an employee organization exists, 
individuals may not bargain over con- 
ditions of employment with the dis- 
trict. 

Gordon’s jetter said she had been 
“disturbed” at ‘her junior high by two 
unscheduled meetings with Guith. 

“He talked about how beneficial 
negotiations were going ‘to be’ when 
talks resumed in December, Gordon 
said. 

Conceding that the move may be a 
‘tharsh” response, “‘this informal thing 
is not getting anything done,”’ she said, 
adding that written promises afford 
more protection than oral agreements. 

The letter barrage to teachers in the 
past two weeks ‘has included an initial 
one ‘to Gordon from Guith on Nov. 16, 
informing her of a_ previously ‘set 
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schedule of meetings between the two. 

It was answered with Brown’s letter 
of Jan. 11, one directed by CTO’s 
executive board, discontinuing sessions 
between the superintendent and the 
union’s officers. 


Five trustees signed a follow-up ‘et- 
ter to Brown dafed Jan. 13, assuring 
CTO officials that they will continue to 
be advised on employment issues. 

It added, ‘“‘any interference on your 
part with this Board’s rights and obli- 
gations in governing ... will not be- 
tolerated.” 

‘Brown denied he is preventing either 
side from communicating. 

P Gordon’s letter Wednesday followed 
it. 

Central teachers have been without .a 
contract since June 30. Sporadic talks 
throughout ‘the fall ‘have yet to produce 
an accord. A one-day strike occured 
Oct. 13. 


Last week, a majority of teachers 
voted to support their bargaining 
team’s decision to ‘reject a ‘final’ 
contract offer including a 9 /percent 
wage hike, because, among other 
items, it does not include a grievance 
procedure. 
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Fire protection study can’t win. 


support of Upland, R.C. councils

A proposed county study on a 
buffer zone between fire-prone 
wildlands and urbanized areas 
has failed to win support from 
two West End cities. 

Although Rancho Cucamonga 
councilmen have not collectively 
opposed the study, they declined 
to approve an expenditure of 
$7,126 to pay its share of its cost. 

They chose instead to ‘“‘receive 
and file’’ a report dealing with 
San Bernardino County’s ‘‘green- 
belt feasibility study.” 

Upland officials opposed spend- 
ing $4,000 on the study. 

The expense, according to Ran- 
cho Cucamonga Community De- 
velopment Director Jack Lam is 
‘“‘simply beyond”’ the city’s abili- 
ty to pay, but councilmen had 
other reasons for not approving 
the expenditure. 

They ‘doubted the study would 
lead to any new information and 
claimed the study was primarily 
designed to come up with solu- 
tions to the fire hazard areas 


above San Bernardino. 

Fifth District Supervisor Bob 
Hammock proposed that cities 
backing up to wilderness areas 
fund the study to provide specific 
recommendations for a_ buffer 
zone. 

Because of the high fire hazard 
associated with wilderness areas, 
an earlier report from the Forest 
Service recommended a green- 
belt concept to reduce the 
chances of fire entering urban- 
ized areas. 

Four square miles of potential 
greenbelt lies directly north of 
Rancho Cucamonga with only a 
small amount actually within city 
boundaries. “ 

An even smaller chunk (ap- 
proximately half a square mile 
or 2 percent of the study area) is 
located above Upland. 

Sixty-two percent of the land 
identified by county officials is in 
areas that are not within spheres 
of influences; 21 percent is within 
the city of San Bernardino. 

County officials predict the 
study would cost more than $77,- 


000, requiring the use of a $30, 000- 
a-year environmental specialist. 

Rancho Cucamonga Mayor 
Phillip Schlosser opposed the 
study saying that much has al- 
ready been done to reduce the 
fire hazard in the northern sec- 
tions of the city. 

A year ago, the council passed 
an ordinance requiring non-com- 
bustible roofs throughout the city. 

Schlosser said other problems 
could be avoided by zoning regu- 
lations for the undeveloped foot- 
hill area. 

Little new information would 
come out of the study, Schlosser. 
predicted, despite the $70,000 
price tag. 

‘We don’t need another study,” 
he said. “It isn’t the place to 
spend money.” 

Councilman Jim Frost agreed 
and added that he felt the report 
would primarily benefit north 
San Bernardino. 

‘“‘My feeling is that it is strictly 
that the city of San Bernardino is 
trying to solve its problems. 
Their needs don’t relate to ours.” 
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School board prepares for legal battle

Accused of violating the 
state’s open meeting law 
and of conspiring to ille- 
gally fire three district 
employees, Ontario-Mont- 
clair School District 
trustees are preparing for 
a legal war that has polit- 
ical overtones. 

In a special session last 
week, the board hired Ju- 
dith Clem, a San Bernar- 
dino attorney specializing 
in labor and education 
law, to argue its side of 
the controversial firings 
and to represent OMSD in 
other legal affairs. 

In a +1 vote, with board 
member James Strait 
dissenting, the board 
agreed to use Clem ‘as 
needed”’ at a rate of $60 
per hour. 

Strait had hoped to limit 
Clem’s duties to litigating 
the complaint. 

Clem will be represent- 
ing OMSD’s legal affairs 
normally conducted by 
OMSD’s Director of Legal 
Services Pat Barrett, one 
of the employees bringing 


. the allegations against 


the board and three board 
members individually. 

A court hearing is sched- 
uled Feb. 18 to decide 
whether a preliminary in- 
junction should be issued 
to block the board from 
firing Barrett, Robert 
Church, director of finan- 
cial services, and Bar- 
rett’s secretary, Lee 
Tyrell. They were told of 
their terminations last 
December.

hearing can be held. 

The three employees are 
asking to be awarded 
$500,000 in punitive dam- 
ages. 

In the complaint for the 
injunction, the three em- 
ployees accused board 
President Kathy Brugger, 
board member David 
Van Fleet and board 
Clerk Judy Briggs with 
engaging in a ‘‘conspira- 
cy designed and intended 
to deny and deprive’”’ the 
three employees of their 
rights and their jobs. 

The complaint also al- 
leges the three board 
members violated the 
open meeting provisions 
of the Brown Act when 
they met in closed ses- 
sions Dec. 17 and 22 be- 
fore the public portion of 
the board meetings. 

Clem said Tuesday night 
she is reserving comment 
on the complaint until she 
has an opportunity to re- 
view it. 

The employees allege 
the board merely 
changed the titles of the 
disputed positions and at- 
tempted to install others 
into those positions. 

‘All they’ve (the three 
board members) done is 
just change titles,”’ said 
attorney George W. 
Shaeffer Jr. of Irvine, 
who is representing the 
three fired employees. 


The complaint stated the 

board members decided 
“to eliminate” the three 
employees’ positions and 
“to create the position of 
business manager and to 
assign George Duerr”” to 
that position.

County officials estimated that by 
the time the Chino Hills project is fully 
developed in 25 years it will be valued 
at more than $10 billion, by far the 
largest undertaking ever attempted in 
the area. 

The plan calls for the construction of 
up to 35,000 new dwelling units, in 
addition to the 4,000 already in exist- 
ence, and a population of 95,000 resi- 
dents in addition to the 13,000 who 
already reside there. 

The public improvements alone 
needed to support.such a population 
will cost a half billion dollars in 
today’s values, and twice as much by 
the time those i nts are com- 
pleted, according to the latest financial 
estimates. 

To finance those public projects — 
the schools, roads, government build- 
ings, sheriff’~ and fire services, parks, 
community uildings, sewer, water 
and drainage systems — the county 
intends to levy more than $10,000 in 
permits and fees against the average 
Chino Hills lot. 

Those were some of the estimates 
released for the first time in the final 
draft of the Chino Hills specific plan 
that will be used as the guidelines for 
the development of the area that lies 
south of the Pomona Freeway and 
west of the Corona Expressway. 

The expressway itself is expected to 
become an eight-lane freeway from the 
Pomona Freeway interchange south- 
east to its crossing with the yet-to-be- 
built Grand Avenue, and a six-lane 
freeway from there to Carbon Canyon 
Road. It is expected to be a four-lane 
freeway or expressway from there to 
the Riverside Freeway. 


To preserve the rural flavor of the _ 


community, the plan calls for the 
concentration of multiple housing near 
the freeways: in those of the 
Rolling Ridge Estates, Boys Re- 
public area and Los Serranos which lie

Sparser building has been assigned 
to the inland villages to be known as 
Soquel Canyon and Carbon Canyon and 
the Los Ranchos areas. 

Each of the eight villages, however, 


will have a central area with neighbor- #} 
hood 


commercial centers, where most 
of the houses will be concentrated. 

County planners said the Chino Hills 
project is a unique one in that to their 
knowledge no governmental agency 
anywhere has undertaken an area so 
large, with scores of property owners, 
and worked out one specific plan of 
development for it. 

“‘We have to face the fact that one 
way or another, the Chino Hills will b> 
developed,’”’ John Jaquess, assistant 
county director, told the group. “This 
plan provides for an orderly develop- 
ment, with some concern toward main- 
taining the community’s rural flavor.” 


The planners have devised five five- 


year plans under which the huge 
project will be developed. The first five 
years call for the construction of 6,000 


dwelling units and the second five for 


8,250 more. 

By the time those units are complet- 
ed, the Corona E ay should be a 
full-fledged freeway and a new six-lane 
route should be completed for Soquel 
Canyon Road along the south side of 
the Chino Hills. 

The group that gathered for the 
presentation was less vocal than ex- 
pected, although there were those who 
expressed their 
croachment of urban living. 

One resident said he had moved to 
the Chino Hills from Los Angeles 
because he liked seeing geese and wild 
birds flying overhead and lamented the 
imminent disappearance of those crea- 
tures. 


Others objected to the large number 


of houses that will be allowed. 


There was a noticeable groan when & 
Jared Ikeda, a county consultant, esti- § 
mated that air pollution in the hills § 
would increase 300 percent by 1987 and HF

_The investigation by Hamm and his staff was 
triggered by last year’s argument over the Bazaar 
del Mundo leases, which Hamm had attacked as 
early as 1979 for failing to bring sufficient rents. The 
analyst pointed out that Bazaar del Mundo, operated 
by San Diego businesswoman Diane Powers, had 
been paying the state only $3,600 in rent a year on 
gross sales of over $10 million. ; 

Because of that low return, the Legislature 
directed the state Park and Recreation Department 
to either negotiate a higher rent or to buy out 
Power’s lease. An agreement was reached last year 
between the state and Powers in which the Bazaar 
would pay the state 4.5 percent of its gross sales and 
make other concessions. But the new contract still 
has not been signed because of difficulties in 
working out details. 

The report said the average rent for comparable 
properties in the area is 7.5 percent, which would 
bring the state $750,000 a year. 

The report said the state’s poor handling of 
concessions resulted in the collection of $1 million 
less in rents than it might have received. It noted 
that in the last 10 years, gross revenues at

concessions increased 250 percent to $31.6 million 
while state rents increased just over 100 percent to 
$1.5 million. 

The analyst noted that while Bazaar del Mundo 
pays less than 1 percent of its gross sales a general 
store in the same park pays 8 percent of its sales in 
rent. A food concession at Hearst San Simeon State 
Historic Momument, meanwhile, is paying 40 per- 
cent of its gross receipts in rent. 

The analyst pointed out that the state has lost 
control of many of its concessions by granting 
control to local governments which collect the 
proceeds from operations at the state facilities. 

Examples cited include the El Pueblo de Los 
Angeles State Historic Park, where 78 concessions 
are run by the City of Los Angeles and the Santa 
Monica State Beach where the City of Santa Monica 
operates two concessions. 

The analyst said Los Angeles “has exercised 


. Minimal control over’ the concessions at E] Pueblo. 


“As a result, the park does not depict the origin of 
the City of Los Angeles, which was the Legislature’s 
primary objective in funding the park. Instead, it is 
simply a colorful commercial area.”

A half-acre lot at the

We 
would be annexing a 
problem.” 

The issue came up on an 
appeal from a Planning 
Commission decision. 
Planners had denied the 
prezoning request on the 
basis the project was too 
small to consider for an- 
nexation. 


But Mayor Larry Walk- 
er said he believed the 
commission had ‘“‘bailed 
out and left the issue up 
to the council.” He said 
the planners should have 
considered more than the 
size of the parcel. 
Councilman Ben Burrell 
contended the project 
was proper for the area 
‘Gf it is done correctly.” 
The council voted 41 to 
return the request to the 
Planning - Commission. 
Councilwoman Eileen 


. Carter cast the negative 


vote. She stated that 
when the commission re- 
turns the request the 
council will have to deal 
with it again.

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“Pm a diabetic, so my 
doctor put the attack 
down to an insulin reac- 
tion. I reasoned that I 
could control this and oth- 
er subsequent attacks by 
a proper diet. It didn’t 
work.” 
. Her condition became so 
serious that Mrs. Med- 
hurst could not work, 
shop or leave home. 

“T ‘spent a lot of time 
gardening and doing 
crafts. My marriage fell 
apart,” she added. ‘“Then 
I read a story in the 
Riverside paper and said 
‘that’s me’,” she added. 
Medhurst said his agora- 
phobia started 14 years 
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ago while in the Navy. He 
was hospitalized for a 
possible heart condition 
and started getting mild 
anxiety attacks. 


“The phobia started 
gradually. I was a highly 
successful swimming pool 
contractor. But I became 
afraid of people. I’d go to 
a customer’s home and 
make the first contact 
and discuss plans. 


“Then, in the safety of 
my home I’d design the 
pool. But I couldn’t get up 
the courage to return and 
spend the necessary time 
with the customer to 
close the sale.”
